NO ARRESTS YET MADE 



Chicago. Ang. 3 — Robber* lost night 
held np an Illinois Uentral passenger 
train between Floesmor* and Madison 
about twenty-five miles from Oblcago.

The engineer was 
aot aware that bis train had been 
robbed nntil he went bock to learn 
wby be bad been eigoalled to stop.
